of the "Marxist Fomm,” a new “student” organization at the University 
of Ghana. He did not have an interview with President RKE™MAY, nor 
did the Government hold any official receptions for hin. 


Malcolm emphasized the following basic themes during his speaking 
tour of Ghana: 


1. Negroes were stolen from Africa and forced to forget their 
culture and traditions, yet they never have been accepted into American

Arabia, had expressed great concern about "Black Muslims" 
(NOI) in the United States. The MWL wanted to send a 
representative to the United States to investigate the 
controversial movement since the MWL is interested in 

‘ helping Muslims everywhere and has the finances to do so. 
However, the MWL wants the recipients of their aid to be 


genuine Muslims and "not merchants of religion or distorters 
of the teachings of Islam." 


According to NY T-l1, the MWL chose Shaykh Ahmad 

Hassoun for this investigative mission to the United States 

and he was expected to go dometime in July, 1964. Hassoun 

is a Sudanese described by Sabban as "a man of culture who 

_ speaks English like a native". Hassoun's mission is to 
determine if the "Black Muslims” are true believers and if 

so, whether they deserve support from the Islamic world.
